You  are  cor* 
dially  invited  to  visit  us;  give  us  your. constrictive 
criticism;  offer  suggestions  that  will  nelp  build  a 
greater  school  with  bigger  and  wider  opportunities.

HISTORICAL. 

Seven  years  ago  the  doors  of  the  Copian-Lincpln 
Agricultural  High  School  were  ojpen  to  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Copiah  and  "Lincoln  Counties.  At  this  time 
the  trustees  were  handicapped  because  o|  insuffic- 
ient funds.  Th  city  of  Wesson  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal $8;,000,  and  with  this  amount  they  wrought 
well  in  securing  a  small  tract, of  land  and  complet- 
ing of  the  building  of  one  dormitory  and  partially 
completing  another.  Since  that  time  the  school  has 
continued  to  grow  until  today  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Agricultural  High  School  is  one  of  the  very  best  edu- 
cational institutions  in  Mississippi. 
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PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  Agricultural  High  School 
is  to  improve  and  uplift  the  rural  life,  to  make  the 
home  and  the  school  more  attractive,  and  to  lead  In 
the  developing  of  the  citizenship  of  Copiah  and  Lin- 
coln counties. 

This  school  plans  to  take  the  girls  and  the  boys 
at  the  completion  of  their  common  school  course  and 
at  a  small  cost  give  them  the  training,  as  outlined  in 
our  regular  course  of  study,  necessary  to  start  them 
in  college  and  to  enable  them  to  become  more  useful 
in  their  communities. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

It  is  a  source  of  pride  today  to  announce  the 
completion  of  a  modern  administration  building  with 
well  equipped  class  rooms;  an  attractive  auditorium 
with  excellent  stage,  inclined  floor,  balcony,  a  seat- 
ing capacity  of  one  thousand;  two  boys'  dormitories 
remodeled  and  equipped  with  shower  baths;  a  beau- 
tiful brick  dormitory  for  girls,  steam  heated,  hot 
and  cold  water  in  each  room,  and  a  large  dining 
hall. 

LOCATION. 

The  Copiah-Lin|coln  Agricultural  High  School 
is  located  at  Wesson,  the  largest  dairy  center  in 
Mississippi,  and  is  supported  by  Copiah  and  Lincoln 
Counties.  These  counties  rank  among  the  first  in 
the  state,  possessing  a  long  chain  of  gravel  roads, 
the  best  trucking  section  in  the  South,  and  fine  cli- 
matic conditions. 

With  the  undivided  support  from  these  two 
counties  Copiah-Lincoln  A.  H.  S.  must  rank  as  the 
best  Agricultural  High  School  in  Mississippi.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  are  making  plans  to  include  the 
curriculum  of  a  Junior  College  in  the  course  of  study 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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TRUSTEES. 

It  is  quite  proper  that  a  word  of  commendation 
be  said  of  the  loyal  and  faithful  support  given  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural 
High  School.  In  September  the  eighth  session  of  the 
school  will  begin,  and  a  majority  of  this  Board  has 
served  well  the  Counties  of  Copiah  and  Lincoln 
since  the  organization  of  the  institution.  These  gen- 
tlemen have  shown  a  fine  spirit  in  sacrificing  their 
private  interest  in  behalf  of  the  school.  In  render- 
ing this  service,  the  citizenship  of  these  two  Counties 
believe  that  they  are  serving  humanity  in  a  profit- 
able and  constructive  way.  Gentlemen,  the  boys 
and  girls  appreciate  your  efforts,  the  fine  interest 
you  are  manifesting,  the  wonderful  opportunities 
you  have  given  through  your  leadership.  May  you 
be  remunerated  ten  fold  as  you  watch  the  graduates 
of  Copiah-Lincoln  ascend  the  ladder  of  success,  well 
equipped  for  real  service  in  life! 

MORAL  SURROUNDINGS. 

We  have  in  the  community  three  church  organi- 
zations, Baptist,  Methodist,  and  Presbyterian.  The 
authorities  of  this  school  are  convinced  that  the  most 
important  factor  in  education  is  proper  training  of 
the  heart.  The  fine  result  of  this  training  is  found 
in  that  pure  character,  capable  of  rendering  unself- 
ish service  to  God  and  humanity.  Therefore,  the 
one  big  purpose  of  this  administration  will  be  to  de- 
velop character.  We  shall  expect  teachers  and  pu- 
pils to  attend  Sunday  school  and  church  services 
unless  there  is  some  providential  hindrance.

EXPENSES. 

Tuition. 

No  tuition  will  be  charged  for  pupils  from  Co- 
piah and  Lincoln  Counties,  but  those  who  dp  not  live 
in  these  two  counties  will  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  four 
dollars  per  termf (six  weeks). 

Matriculation. 

A  matriculation, fee  of  three  dollars  will  be 
charged  each  pupil  whether  a  lofcal,  or  boarding  stu- 
dent. This;  matriculation  f  ee ...  must  accojmpany  ap- 
plication; for  a  room  to  be  reserved  in  the  dormitory, 
those  who  do  not  make  application  must  pay  this  fee 
before (they  can  be  enrolled  in, any  class.  In  no  case 
will  this  fee  be  refunded  after '  the  ■  pupil  has  been 
enrolled.

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students  and  teachers  take  their  meals  in  the  same 
dining  hall  and  the  fare  of  both  is  the  same.  At  the 
end  of  each  term  (six  weeks)  the  total  cost  of  each 
term  is  divided  by  the  total  number  of  boarders  and 
each  is  charged  with  his  part.  We  plan  to  make  the 
cost  of  board  as  chean  as  oossible,  in  no  case  to  ex- 
ceed TEN  DOLLARS~PER  MONTH.  This  includes 
table  fare,  heat,  lights,  water  and  room. 

Board  and  all  other  charges  are  due  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  term  (six  weeks).  Our  supplies  are 
bought  on  cash  basis,  hence  it  is  necessary  that  all 
bills  be  paid  promptly. 

If  board  is  not  paid  when  due,  a  flat  rate  of  sev- 
enty-five cents  a  day  will  be  charged  for  board.  In 
no  case  will  the  account  be  allowed  to  run  more  than 
three  days  without  a  satisfactory  arrangement  being 
made  for  payment.

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  first  payment 
is  the  heaviest  one.    After  the  student  makes  the  first 
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payment,  there  are  no  other  expenss  except  board,  a 
medical  fee,  and  a  lycenm  fee,  due  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  term. 

Students  should  be  furnished  their  spending 
money  and  funds  for  books  and  laundry,  and  not  be 
encouraged  to  borrow  from  the  school  office  unless 
provisions  have  been  made  with  the  Superintendent. 

Students  who  take  piano,  voice,  expression,  vio- 
lin, and  shorthand  and  typewriting  will  be  expected 
to  pay  IN  ADVANCE  six  dollars  per  term  for  each. 
There  is  a  piano  practice  fee  of  fifty  cents  per  term 
(six  weeks)  and  the  students  who  take  shorthand 
and  typewriting  will  pay  a  small  fee  each  term  Tor 
use  of  typewriter,  which  will  be  at  their  disposal  for 
regular  practice  each  day. 

All  girls  and  boys  will  be  expected  to  do  dining 
room  work  or  other  dormitory  duties  as  assigned. 
No  pay  is  given  for  this  work  but  expenses  are  re- 
tced  for  all. 

BREAKAGE. 

Each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
furniture  of  his  room  and  other  equipment  of  the 
school,  and  will  be  charged  with  all  breakage  due 
to  his  carelessness. 

UNIFORMS. 

Girls  must  wear  some  simple  white  dress  of  linen 
madras,  or  other  cotton  goods  for  church  and  all  pub- 
lic programs  in  the  fall  and  spring  seasons.  The  uni- 
form for  winter  will  be  an  inexpensive  blue  coat  suit 
or  a  one-piece  dress.  For  winter,  girls  must  wear  a 
simple  blue  hat.  There  will  be  no  spring  or  fall  uni- 
form hat.  For  everyday,  students  may  use  the  inex- 
pensive clothes  they  may  have  on  hand. 

There  will  be  no  uniform  for  boys  but  we  dis- 
courage any  extravagance  in  their  dress. 
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WHAT  TO  BRING  WITH  YOU. 

Each  boarding  student  must  furnish  his  own 
towels,  bed  room  linen,  pillow,  window  curtains,  and 
toilet  articles.  Each  student  should  bring  a  spoon, 
knife  and  fork,  a  cup,  and  a  plate  for  use  in  his  room. 

STUDENT  LABOR. 

Besides  the  practical  work  required  about  the 
farm  by  the  State,  the  school  gives  opportunity  for 
the  students  to  do  a  grea  deal  of  work  for  which  they 
receive  pay  based  upon  the  amount  and  character  of 
work  done.  It  is  easily  possible  for  some  students 
to  make  half  or  more  of  his  expenses  by  putting  in 
odd  times  at  work  about  the  school  or  on  the  farm. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ENTRANCE. 

There  must  be  evidence  that  a  pupil  possesses 
good  moral  'character.  All  pupils  who  have  com- 
pleted the  eighth  grade  work  in  the  public  schools 
can  enter  the  Agricultural  High  School  without  an 
examination  provided  they  bring  report  cards  or  cer- 
tificates from  their  teacher;  otherwise  they  must 
stand  the  entrance  examinations.  Pupils  must  bring 
with  them  their  credits  from  other  schools.  All  fees 
must  be  paid  before  pupils  register. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    GRADUATION. 

There  must  be  a  completion  of  not  less  than 
two  units  in  Agriculture  for  boys,  and  two  units  in 
Home  Economics  for  girls  in  order  to  get  a  diploma. 
Certificates  are  given  the  pupils  who  have  only  one 
year  in  Agriculture  or  Home  Economics.  Sixteen 
units  are  required  for  graduation. 

SELECTION  OF  VALEDICTORIAN  AND  SALUTA- 

TORIAN. 

The  member  of  the  senior  class  who  makes  the 
best  general  average  grade  during  his  sophomore,

junior  and  senior  years  in  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricul- 
tural High  School  or  other  standard  school  shall  be 
the  class  valedictorian.  All  grades  except  room 
grades  shall  be  considered  in  making  up  the  average. 
The  general  average  for  the  junior  year  shall  be  mul- 
tiplied by  300 ;  and  the  general  average  grade  for 
the  senior  year,  through  the  first  two  terms,  shall  be 
multiplied  by  400. 

The  student  whose  grades  make  the  largest 
number,  when  the  results  of  the  foreging  have  been 
added,  shall  be  the  class  valedictorian.  Provided,  a 
student  who  has  been  in  this  school  only  during  his 
or  her  junior  and  senior  year  shall  make  grades  five 
per  cent  more  than  the  grades  made  by  any  other 
member  of  the  class  during  these  same  years  in 
which  case  such  student  shall  be  valedictorian.  The 
student  making  the  next  highest  grade  shall  be  salu- 
tatorian.

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EXTENSION  WORK. 

The  Agricultural  department  is  prepared  to  as- 
sist tlie  farmers  in  every  possible  way,  particularly 
in  hill-side  terracing,  pruning  and  spraying  orchards, 
vaccinating  hogs  and  cattle,  treating  sick  animals, 
testing  milk,  and  in  securing  the  assistance  and  ad- 
vice of  specialists  in  various  subjects.  There  is  no 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  instructors  to  show  off. 
They  do  not  profess  to  be  veterinarians  or  specialists, 
but  they  have  made  a  general  study  of  these  sub- 
jects and  if  they  can  be  of  service  they  are  glad  to 
do  so  in  a  spirit  of  neighborliness 

FARM  MECHANICS. 

Under  the  Smith-Hughes  Law  farm  mechanics 
is  recognized  as  being  work  that  the  boy  will  have 
to  do  with  hand  tools  on  the  average  farm.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  boys  in  this  department  will  de- 
velop sufficient  skill  in  the  use  of  tools  to  do  fancy 
cabinet  work.  The  utility  of  the  project  construct- 
ed is  stressed  as  well  as  skill  gained  in  the  use  of 
these  tool.  This  department  is  well  equipped  with 
tools  for  individual  and  general  instruction. 

DAIRY  AND  DAIRY  BARN. 

Our  dairy  herd  consists  of  about  thirty-six  head 
of  cattle.  We  have  about  fifteen  registered  cows 
and  heifers.  We  expect  to  cull  our  herd  this  fall  and 
do  away  with  all  that  are  not  good  producers.  Our 
dairy  is  self-sustaining  and  declared  a  nice  profit 
this  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  to  buy  all 
the  feed  for  our  dairy  herd  last  year. 

Our  dairy  barn  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 
It  is  equipped  with  modern  Lowden  equipment, 
which  consists  of  steel  stanchions,  concrete  mangers, 
manger  partitions,  individual  drinking  cups,  feed  and 
litter  carrier,  concrete  floor  and  gutters,  and  all  that 
s:oes  to  make  a  modern  barn.     This  barn  is  an  in- 
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spiration  to  any  good  dairyman.  It  is  kept  clean 
and  sanitary  at  all  times  and  is  open  for  your  person- 
al inspection. 

FARM. 

The  school  farm  consists  of  about  170  acres  of 
land,  120  acres  of  which  are  in  pastures,  campus, 
orchards,  etc.  We  have  about  150  acres  for  a  lespe- 
deza  meadow  and  for  general  farming  purpose.  It 
is  our  purpose  to  produce  as  much  for  our  dining 
hall  as  possible.  In  addition  to  this  we  expect  to 
raise  all  the  feed  necessary  for  our  hogs,  mules,  and 
as  much  for  our  dairy  cattle  as  can  be  produced  on 
the  average  farm.  It  will  be  our  plan  from  hence- 
forth to  devote  most  of  our  attention  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  about  fifteen  acres  and  to  cultivate  this  well. 
The  farm  has  been  self-sustaining  this  year  and  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  continue  making  it  so.  We  do 
not  plan  to  try  to  make  our  farm  an  experiment 
farm. 


SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS. 

Piano. 

Miss  Byrd,  Instructor. 

Music  is  fast  becoming  a  recognized  essential 
in  a  well  rounded  education.  Its  cultural  value,  out- 
side of  the  pleasure  that  you  give  others,  is  well 
worth  the  time  that  you  devote  to  its  study,  it  is 
ihe  aim  of  the  Piano  Department  to  prepare  the  stu- 
dent as  a  soloist  and  a  good  sight-reader.  Public 
and  numerous  private  recitals  are  given  to  train  the 
students  who  enroll  in  the  Fine  Arts  Department. 

Each  student  receives  two  private  thirty  minute 
lessons  and  one  class  forty- five  minute  Theory  lesson 
each  week.  Examinations  for  Third  and  Fourth 
years  standing  will  be  held  near  the  close  of  each 
year  or  by  appointment.  The  outlined  four  years 
course  below  is  subject  to  change  to  suit  individual 
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needs  but  by  this  a  student  may  have  some  idea  of 
the  work  required  before  receiving  a  certificate  in 
music. 

I.  Finger  exercises — primary  technic,  major 
scales  as  needed.  Peters  Modern  Pianoforte  Meth- 
od, Burgmuller,Kohler  and  others.     Theory. 

II.  Finger  exercises,  Wiech's  Technic,  25  Etudes 
of  Streabbog,  Completion  of  Major  and  Minor  scale 
in  first  position,  Selections,  Theory. 

III.  Wiech's  Technic  continued,  Sederburg's 
Scale  position,  Heller  Op.  47  and  Op.  45,  Bach's 
smaller  preludes,  Selections,  Theory,  Musical  His- 
tory. 

IV.  Rapid  Scale  Passage,  Kullak's  Octaves, 
Cramer,  Bach,  two-part  Invention.  One  Beethoven 
Sonata  memorized.  Selections  to  suit  need  of  indi- 
vidual. Public  recital  should  be  given  in  junior  and 
seniov  years. 

Voice. 

Miss  Flowers,  Instructor. 

What  accomplishment  could  be  more  desirable 
than  a  well  trained  voice?  We  hope  to  fit  our  pupils 
for  successful  teaching,  for  church  singing,  and  ar- 
tistic singing  in  the  home  and  social  circles.  The 
voice  course  is  divided  into  three  grades  and  requires 
three  years  or  more  according  to  the  gift  and  appli- 
cation of  the  pupil. 

First  Grade — Lessons  in  breathing  and  voice 
placing.  Simple  exercises  in  technique  and  studies 
by  Abt,  Sieber,  Carter,  etc.     Simple  songs. 

Second  Grade — More  difficult  studies  of  tech- 
nique, Panopka,  Sieber;  classical  songs  by  old  and 
modern  composers. 

Third  grade — Continued  studies  of  technique 
and  concert  songs.  Graduates  in  voice  must  give  a 
public  recital  in  their  senior  year.  They  must  also 
have  one  year  of  harmony,  one  of  musical  history, 
and  three  years  of  piano.  Sight  singing  and  chorus 
work  are  given  throughout  the  voice  course.     Each 
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pupil  will  be  required  to  appear  on  at  least  one  pub- 
lic recital  during  the  year. 

Expression. 

Miss  Bale,  Instructor. 

Miss  Bale,  who  i$  the  head  of  the  department  of 
Whitworth  College,  has  charge  of  this  department 
in  our  school.  She  possesses  rare  talent  and  excellent 
training.  She  is  ambitious  to  build  up  the  depart- 
ment here,  and  we  hope  the  patrons  will  take  advan- 
tage of  this  opportunity. 

Violin. 

Miss  Rea,  Instructor. 

Interest  is  growing  in  our  violin  department. 
The  violin  is  such  a  convenient  instrument  and  the 
music  is  so  attractive,  there  is  no  wonder  the  interest 
is  growing.  The  demands  for  this  work  ought  to 
increase  rapidly,  and  Miss  Rea  expects  to  offer  such 
inducements  that  will  be  a  drawing  card  for  our 
school. 

Short- Hand  and  Typewriting. 

Miss  Thompson,  Instructor. 

This  course  consists  of  thorough  training  in, 
Isaac  Pittman  shorthand  and  touch  system  in  type- 
writing. An  hour  each  day  will  be  given  to  each 
branch  of  this  work,  and  not  more  than  ten  will  be 
taken  in  one  class.  Each  student  will  have  individu- 
al attention  and  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. In  connection  with  this  line,  punctuation, 
spelling,  and  general  office  training  will  be  taught. 

The  instructor  has  had  four  years  experience  as 
stenographer  and  in  general  office  work  in  New  Or- 
leans. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Three  written  examinations  are  held  during  the 
session — the  first  one  at  the  end  of  the  second  term ; 
the  second,  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  term;  the  third, 
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at  the  end  of  the  sixth  term.  Written  tests  are  given 
at  the  teacher's  discretion.  Pupils  will  be  promoted 
who  make  a  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent 
on  each  subject,  provided  the  daily  grades  do  not 
fall  below  seventy  per  cent  and  no  examination 
grade  below  sixty-five.  The  average  is  found  by  tak- 
ing twice  the  daily  grade  and  once  the  examination 
i^rade  and  dividing  by  three.  There  must  be  promo- 
tion on  each  subject  before  promotion  in  that  sub- 
ject can  be  made. 

HI-Y  CLUBS. 

There  is  a  need  of  definite  religious  and  moral 
training  during  the  development  of  students  of  the 
high  school.  Realizing  this,  we  have  Hi-Y  Clubs  for 
our  boys  and  girls.  These  Clubs  are  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of 
Mississippi. 

These  organizations  are  interdenominational 
and  train  the  pupils  in  Christian  leadership.  The 
motto  for  the  Clubs  is,  "Clean  thought,  clean  speech, 
clean  athletics,  and  clean  leadership."  The  aim  is 
'to  extend  through  the  school  and  community  the 
high  standards  of  Christian  character.  The  slogan 
is,  "Service  to  our  nation,  our  state,  our  school  and 
our  homes."  These  clubs  show  their  good  influence 
in  our  school. 

LIBRARY. 

A  knowledge  of  and  an  appreciation  for  good 
books  are  essential  to  an  education.  A  room  is  re- 
served in  the  new  Administration  Building  for  the 
library  and  plans  are  being  made  to  equip  a  modern 
library  with  good  books  and  the  leading  periodicals. 
All  students  are  encouraged  to  make  daily  use  of  the 
library. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

We  plan  to  maintain  four  literary  societies,  two 
for  girls  and  two  for  boys.  In  these  societies  pupils 
are  trained  to  speak  in  public  with  ease  and  to  think

while  on  their  feet.  They  are  valuable  not  only  for 
these  reasons  but  it  teaches  pupils  to  use  the  English 
language  correctly  and  to  organize  and  conduct  a 
meeting.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  join  and 
take  part  in  one  of  these  societies. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  school  management 
that  secret  societies  are  more  injury  than  advantage, 
therefore,  they  are  forbidden  in  this  institution. 

HOME  VISITS. 

The  students  who  go  home  the  fewest  number 
of  times  during  the  session  do  the  best  work  in  their 
studies  and  in  every  phase  of  school  work.  We  want 
to  see  the  students  do  the  very  best  work  for  which 
they  are  capable  and  they  can  not  do  this  when  they 
are  planning  a  trip  home.  Therefore,  we  request 
and  urge  parents  to  cooperate  with  us  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  student  by  letting  them  remain  at 
school.  However,  at  stated  intervals  (every  six 
weeks),  or  when  there  is  necessity,  pupils  will  be  al- 
lowed to  go  home,  but  only  by  written  permission 
from  their  parents  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 


That  type  of  education  which  neglects  the 
physical  factor  is  a  failure.  It  will  be  the  purpose  of 
this  school  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  whole- 
some athletics.  "Play  Ball"  has  a  profound  bearing 
upon  the  modern  up-to-date  High  School  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  All  normal  children  need  a  certain  amount 
of  play  and  recreation. 

2.  It  develops  self  confidence  in  the  student 
when  he  wins  a  fair  contest. 

3.  The  student  learns  to  be  calm  and  well  com- 
posed under  the  hardest  strains. 

4.  Fair  play  and  a  square  deal  are  essential. 

5.  The  student  is  eager  for  play  and  will  follow 
his  teacher,  who  provides  this  opportunity. 
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6.  The  cleanest  type  of  physical  manhood  is  a 
carefully  trained  athlete. 

7.  Respect  for  others  is  fostered. 

8.  Athletics  will  create  a  fine  cooperative  spirit 
in  the  student  body. 

9.  The  student's  surplus  energy  is  expended, 
hence  he  will  better  protect  property. 

All  students  will  not  care  to  participate  in  the 
major  sports,  foot  ball,  base  ball,  and  basket  ball. 
For  these  an  opportunity  of  engaging  in  mass  games 
and  calisthenics  will  be  given. 

It  will  be  our  purpose  to  arrange  a  good  sched- 
ule of  games.  When  the  whistle  blows  on  the  field, 
"Let's  go,"  "Hit'em  hard." 

AMUSEMENTS. 

There  will  be  offered  games  in  all  of  the  ath- 
letic sports,  including  football,  basketball,  and  base- 
ball. All  pupils  will  find  these  games  very  enjoy- 
able. 

The  lyceum  course,  which  will  consist  of  five 
numbers,  will  help  to  furnish  uplifting  entertainment 
for  the  students. 

We  are  planning  to  have  some  good  wholesome 
motion  pictures  at  regular  intervals.  These  pictures 
will  be  of  educational  value  as  well  as  a  source  of 
amusement. 

Socials  for  the  students  wil  be  given  occasion- 
ally under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers. 

LYCEUM  COURSE. 

It  is  inspiring  and  informing  to  young  people  to 
see  and  hear  great  experts  in  various  lines  of  accom- 
plishments. We  have  planned  for  a  strong  lyceum 
course,  consisting  of  five  numbers.  We  bring  ora- 
tors, lecturers,  musicians,  and  entertainers  to  this 
school  this  session.  The  lyceum  fee  is  provided  for 
in  the  regular  charges,  and  boarding  students  are

It  has  often  been  said  of  Capt.  T.  Dinsmore  Upton,  that  he  is  known 
and  loved  by  more  children  than  anyone  else  on  earth.  This  is  a  pretty  big 
statement  to  make,  it  is  true,  and  yet  it  is  only  necessary  to  check  back  over 
the  sunshine  trail  of  Capt.  Upton  during  the  last  five  or  six  years,  and  one 
will  realize  that  he  has  done,  and  is  doing,  a  most  remarkable  work. 

As  "Dinnie"  Upton  he  is  known  all  over  the  West,  in  both  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  from  lower  California  to  the  Alaska  boundary  line. 
Way  off  in  distant  New  Zealand  he  numbers  his  friends  and  admirers  by  the 
thousands.  Someone  once  spoke  of  him  as  "The  big  brother  to  100,000  kids," 
and  his  name  has  stuck,  for  it  just  about  sizes  up  the  situation.  There's  a 
"Dinnie  Upton  Baseball  Club"  way  off  in  Napier,  New  Zealand,  one  of  the 
most  southerly  cities  on  the  face  of  this  old  world  of  ours.  There  are  "Din- 
nie Upton  Clubs"  way  up  in  Northwestern  Canada,  and  you  will  find  them 
scattered  all  over  the  Western  part  of  the  United  States.  They  are  the 
direct  outgrowth  of  the  tireless  efforts  of  "Dinnie"  Upton. 

It  is  a  strange  hold  that  Capt.  Upton  gets  on  people.  He  reaches 
children  through  their  parents — and  parents  through  the  children.  Yet 
"Dinnie"  Upton  is  not  a  preacher;  neither  is  he  a  juvenile  judge;  nor  is  he  a 
doctor — he  simply  reaches  out,  gets  hold  of  the  heart  strings  of  children 
and  parents  alike.  And  the  results  which  follow  him  wherever  he  speaks 
are  tangible  and  lasting. 

Capt.  Upton  comes  from  Muskegon,  Michigan.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Muskegon  High  School  and  later  at  Olivet  College.  In  1912  he  became  di- 
dector  of  athletics  at  Grand  Rapids,  remaining  there  a  little  less  than  five 
years,  during  which  time  his  teams  won  championships  in  all  branches  of 
athletics.  It  was  there  that  his  wonderful  hold  and  influence  over  young 
folks  first  became  noticed  by  outside  people  and  organizations. 

Capt.  Upton  directed  the  physical  training  for  30,000  men  in  the  army. 
At  Camp  Gordon,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  he  spent  considerable  time  training 
officers  for  this  branch  of  the  service.  Later  he  took  an  examination  and  was 
commissioned  in  the  air  service.  Still  later  he  was  sent  into  the  northwest 
as  a  labor  meeting  leader,  and  it  was  here  that  he  first  attracted  attention 
as  a  remarkably  gifted  public  speaker. 

He  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  teaching  the  child  to  co-ordinate  the 
operation  of  muscles  and  brain.  He  believes  that  it  is  much  less  expensive 
to  care  for  the  growing  youngster  by  providing  clean,  wholesome  recreation, 
and  by  winning  his  confidence,  than  to  care  for  the  boy  and  girl  later,  in 
the  house  of  correction. 

He  possesses  a  radiant,  dominant  personality,  and  is  eloquent  in  the 
extreme;  yet  the  effectiveness  of  his  eloquence  comes  largely  through  his 
deep-seated  earnestness.  His  audiences  love  him  for  his  enthusiasm,  his 
fine  character,  his  ideals,  his  unshaken  convictions,  and  for  his  general 
service  in  the  biggest  of  all  problems — that  of  the  boy  and  girl.
